Woman Struck By Au­ 
tomobile Friday Morn­ 
ing, Dies In War­ 
ner Hospital 


Injuries suffered when 
she 
was 
knocked down in front of her home 
on the Lincoln Highway, Friday morn­ 
ing, caused the death of Mrs. Jam es 
W. Mcllhcnny at the W arner Hospi­ 
tal at 5:45 o’clock, Friday evening. 
Mrs. Mcllhenny had just passed her 
seventieth birthday. 
Philip J. Freund, 300 Howard ave­ 
nue, Mt. Oliver, near Pittsburgh, own­ 
er and driver of the machine which 
struck the aged woman as she was 
crossing the highway to the mailbox 
which stood on the opposite side of the 
road, was exonerated from all blame 
in connection with the woman’s death 
after District Attorney J , P. Butt, 
Jr., Constable Charles 
Wilson 
and 
Private R W. Frutchey, of the State 
police, had conducted a thorough in­ 
vestigation of the accident. 
A* a result of the findings of the 
three officials, holding of a com er’s 
inquest into the woman’s death was 
deemed unnecessary and th at 
for­ 
mality was dispensed with. 
Internal Injuries 
Hospital authorities doubted 
th a t, 
the woman would live, when she was 
first admitted to the institution and 
an investigation of her injuries had 1 
been made. 
Besides her advanced 
age, which lessened her chance f o r 1 
recovery, internal injuries, the shock 
and numerous lacerations contributed 
to Mrs. Mcllhenny’s death. 
Although she was unconscious from i 
the time of the accident 
a t 
10:60 
o’clock until after she was admitted i 
to the hospital an hour later, Mrs. Mc­ 
llhenny regained 
consciousness 
for 
brief periods before the end.

Mr. Freund, the 
driver of the car which struck the 
aged pedestrian, says he saw 
her 
start across the road and th at he blew 
his horn. The woman then started to 
retrace her steps, he declares, but 
started again to cross the highway. 
Mr. Freund applied the brakes to 
his car and started to drive off the 
concrete on the left hand side.

Mrs. Mcllhenny continued on across 
the concrete and the right front fen d -1 
er of the car struck her and knocked I 
her down. 
Machine Skids 
After hitting the woman, Freund’s 
machine skidded, swung around and 
stopped in the soft dirt along the 
highway, headed in the direction from 
which it had come. 
In skidding, the 
automobile struck the mail box which

Uncle Sam’s oldest official in serv­ 
ice has just turned ninety. 
He is Colonel Emmor B. Cope, of 
G ettysburg, 
superintendent 
of the 
Gettysburg National Park, and his 
job is not one of the sm allest in 
Uncle Samuel’s list. 
Despite his advanced years, Colonel 
Cope is to be found in his office in 
the suite occupied by the National 
Park officials 
here 
in 
the 
Federal 
building every day, summer and win­ 
ter, from 9 until 5 o’clock. 
On the anniversary of his ninetieth 
birthday last month, the thermometer 
rose considerably above the ninety 
m ark and the humidity was in pro­ 
portion to the excessive heat. 
Did it 
keep 
the 
Colonel 
away 
from 
his 
desk ? 
M ost certainly not. 
From 9 in 
the morning until 5 in the afternoon 
he handled the many executive ques­ 
tions which are constantly laid before 
him by those who work for the Na­ 
tional Park, embracing the historic 
Battlefield of Gettysburg. 
He seems 
untiring and tireless. 
Born In W est Chester 
Colonel Cope was born of rugged 
English 
stock 
a t 
W est 
Chester, 
Chester county, this state. 
Although 
in a strictly Q uaker settlem ent, the 
arts of war came easily to young 
Cope when the call 
for 
volunteers 
came in the sixties. 
Before the South seceded from the 
Union, he was a young civil engineer, 
learning that vocation literally from 
the ground up, because his first job 
was thc driving of stakes for m aster 
surveyors and engineers. 
Later he 
became a 
rodman, 
chainman and 
finally instrum entman, which knowl­ 
edge served him in good stead when 
he enlisted with the Union forces in 
June 1861. 
Four years he 
served with the 
Boys 
in 
Blue, 
m aking 
his 
way 
through the various grades of service 
until a t the close of hostilities he was 
brevetted lieutenant colonel “for gal­ 
lantry and meritorious service.” 
With First Infantry 
He entered the service as a ser­ 
geant with the F irst 
Pennsylvania 
Infantry, and was gradually promot­ 
ed*, reaching the grade of major in 


| February, 1865. 
The records of the 
W ar Department show that he took 
active part in 26 battles, including 
Manassas, Malvern Hill, Gaines’ Mill 
I and Antietam, as a member of the 
I Army of the Potomac. 
While attached to the topographi­ 
cal engineers, in the latter part of the 
war, he was on the staff of M ajor

Tile rotary or gyratory traffic system, described by some experts as 
the most important traffic control principle so far advanced, was origi­ 
nated by William Phelps Kuo, the world authority on highway traffic 
regulation.
